Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Jeffrey Weaver stated that Figures 7, 9 and 10 correspond to the 
rejected claims. He argued that there is no motivation to modify Culnane in view of Jamieson because of the following 
reasons: a) Jamieson is a non-flip chip configuration; b) the modification would result in a package that is not operable 
because it would short out; and c) the vias in Jamieson are not located under the die (they are located on the side) 
therefore Culnane would not operate with the modification. Finally, he argued that there is no motivation to modify 
Culnane in view of Chen because Chen is a non-flip chip configuration. 
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
